Abuse of public charity is as old 


as man's disinclination to work so 
long as there is an alternate means 
ot getting one's daily bread. In 
primitive 
days 
men recognized 


scandalous conduct and called it 
for what it was — as witness the 
case of Captain John Smith, who 
summoned his company of English- 
men lately landed in the wilder- 
ness of Virginia and gave out with 
his horistoric work-or-starve edict. 


But life is more complicated in 


the 20th Century. We arc full of 
social consciousness, public charity, 


* and government statistics — and in 


the contusion it isn't surprising to 
' learn that for every honest needy 
person being carried by the Ship 
of State a scheming, undeserving 
companion has sneaked aboard. 


In this civilized day we are un- 


alterably committed to the public 
policy that no person in genuine 
want is going to starve. But public 
funds are — public funds. 
And 


when they arc doled out to the un- 
deserving the recipient is just as 
much a grafter as the flamboyant 
poliitcian who steals 10 miles of 
public paving. 


Among the reforms suggested by 


the investigating legislators arc: 
Withholding welfare funds in cases 
where a person has 
transferred 


property out of his name in order to 
become "eligible"; denying appli- 
cations where full legal recourse 
against the property or income of 
one of the parents has not been 
attempted — and, like 31 other 
states, enactment o£ a law giving 
Arkansas a lien against any con- 
cealed resources of an applicant 
that may be uncovered. 


This is the general idea that the 


lawmakers outlined yesterday.

But overcrowding of the welfare 


roles has a meaning beyond mere 
dollars and the injustice worked 
against deserving charity and the 
whole body of taxpayers. The wel-

U.S. Dealing 
for Atomic 
Powered Plane 


Washington, Feb. 24 — (/P) —With 
A pai 


jet bombers already zipping across nickel? 
two oceans- at a 400-mile-per-hour 
clip, the United States is negotiat- 
ing for actual construction of the 
world's first known atom-powered 
aircraft engine. 


Plans for the atom-driven engine 


were disclosed yesterday, with air 
force permission, by the General 
Electric company. A GE spokes- 
man said contractual negotiations 
for the nuclear power plant "arc 
under way." 


The announcement was made 


shortly after the arrival here of 
an 
English-made 
Canberra 
jet 


bomber which streaked across tho 
North Atlantic Wednesday in four 
hours and 40 minutes. 


Then the air force disclosed that 


one of its B-47 stratojet bombers 
spanned the Pacific to Honolulu 
Thursday in something under six 
hours for an average speed above 
400 miles an hour. 


In winging here from the end of 


its record-breaking flight from Ire- 
land to Newfoundland, the Canber- 
ra covered 1,335 miles in three 
hours and ten minutes.

A young man with whom I had 


roomed at one time and remern- 
x>red as a quiet and inoffensive 
roommate, later fell into evil com- 
pany and came to a tragic end. 


Cheated in a gambling game, 


smarting under the trickery and 
egged on by a vicious girl, he am- 
Oushed the man who had cheated 
him and shot him. coming literally 
within a ninch of being a mur- 
derer, for the bullet just barely 
missed striking a fatal spot. 


My former friend escaped with 


a long-term penitentiary sentence 
which he never fully served. 


He received bad 
reports 


cerning his wife, the girl, in part 
responsible for his crime; she had 
fallen into bad company. As 
a 


result, despair overcame his mind, 
already weakened by 
imprison- 


ment, and one day 
he 
cried. 


"Here's for glory," and then dove 
from a high railing to the prison 
courtyard below. 


It was a sad earthly end for a 


young fellow who was something 
of a roughneck, but who, as 
I 


know him, was capable of better 
things. I recall the tragic incident 
now for the fact that it was a poor 
sort of glory. 


Other forms of assumed 
glory 


have been less associated 
with 


tragedy, but, apart from that, may 
have had little glory in 
them. 


What, therefore, actually is glory 
and what does it mean to glorify 
God, and to live in His glory?

It is 
a false notion that represents God 
as a great potentate, siting in gor- 
geous garments on a throne, ready 
to w'reak His vengeance and au- 
thority upon His subjects, if they 
do not fall down and offer their 
abject devotion. The likeness 
of 


God to earthly sovereigns has been 
ovordone. It is a false and mis- 
leading conception.

acts of love and goodwill. "Here 
s my Father glorified," said Jesus 
'that ye bear much fruit; so shal 
ye be My disciples."
